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HE  DEPARTMENT  OF  MEDICINE  of  the  George  Washington  Uni- 
versity consists  of  the  Medical  College,  the  University  Hospital  and  the 
University  Dispensary.  The  buildings  of  the  Department  of  Medicine 
adjoin  each  other  and  are  situated  near  the  center  of  the  city.  The  entire 
institution  is  under  control  of  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  and  is  organized 
exclusively  for  the  teaching  of  medicine.  As  the  University  Hospital  is 
controlled  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine,  its  clinical  facilities  are  used 
with  maximum  advantage  in  the  teaching  in  the  College. 

d,77>e  Medical  College  is  one  of  the  acceptable  ("Class  A")  medical  schools  of  the  American  Medical 
Association,  is  a  member  of  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges  and  is  accredited  in  full 
bx>  the  Medical  Examining  Board  in  England.  It  is  the  thirteenth  oldest  medical  school  in  the 
United  States. 

CThe  college  building  is  modern,  with  fully  equipped  laboratories  for  the  study  of 
Anatomy,  Chemistry,  Histology  and  Embryology,  Physiology,  Pharmacology,  Bacteriology 
and  Pathology.  Most  of  the  work  of  the  first  two  years  of  the  course  is  done  in  these 
laboratories.  The  work  of  the  last  two  years  of  the  course  is  largely  clinical  and  the 
senior  students  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  cases  in  the  wards  of  the  University  Hospital, 
thus  bringing  them  directly  in  contact  with  the  actual  condition  of  disease  and  under  the 
best  possible  conditions  for  their  study. 

ft  The  situation  of  the  college  in  the  capital  of  the  United  States  is  of  special  advantage. 
The  great  national  libraries  and  museums,  the  magnificent  public  buildings,  the  beautiful 
parks  and  avenues  and  the  national  and  cosmopolitan  character  of  the  city  of  Washington 
afford  opportunities  to  students  which  are  unequalled  elsewhere  in  the  United  States. 
The  study  of  medicine  in  such  environment  adds  much  to  the  preparation  of  a  student  for  a 
professional  career. 
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
